Like most regiments raised during the Civil War, the 
history of the 38th Mississippi Infantry is firmly rooted at the 
county level. The rank and file of the unit was drawn from thirteen 
counties to fill the ten companies of the regiment. The initial 
process of organizing a company for the war was a task usually 
carried out by a man of wealth and prominence in the community, 
and this pattern was repeated during the 38th's formation. When 
approximately 100 men were recruited, an election was held by the 
soldiers of the company to choose the officers who would lead 
them. Quite often the position of Captain was won by the man who 
organized the company, and the other officers were selected from 
among the most influential men of the community.?3 

The regiment's ten companies represented a broad cross 
section of the state: companies came from Holmes and Attala 
Counties in Central Mississippi, from Hancock County on the Gulf 
Coast, Newton County in the East, and from Claiborne County
